Cohasset's  contribution  to 
Red  Sox  baseball  has  been 
indirect.  Clark  said,  but  of 
eminent  importance.

enlarged  vessel,  and  they  did 
not  disagree."  "In  reliance 
upon"  that  conversation,  the 
brief  continued.  Marr  pur- 
chased a 38'  vessel. 

The  next  week,  on  June  13. 
Marr  was  denied  a mooring 
before  the  Cohasset  Harbor 
Study  Commission  because  he 
didn't  earn  85  percent  of  his 
livelihood  as  a fisherman  and 
that  he  had  enlarged  his 
vessel  in  violation  of  harbor 
regulations.  On  June  18.  Marr 
moored  his  38'  boat  at  his 
assigned  mooring,  the  brief 
stated.  Subsequently  Marr  re- 
ceived the  certified  letter  from 
Ritter  on  June  25  ordering  him 
out  of  the  harbor  within  72 
hours. 

Marr  contended  that  the 
harbor  bylaws  "were  de- 
signed to  economically 
strangle  the  fishing  commun- 
ity and  are  not  based  upon 
authenticated  information  or 
statistics  collected  by  a repu- 
table body."  He  further 
charged  that  the  purpose  of

the  bylaws  was  to  "discrim- 
inate against  commercial  fish- 
ermen” as  well  as  "intention 
to  close  off  the  commercial 
area  to  new  fishermen  and 
regulate  the  size  of  the  fishing 
vessels  thereby  making  fish- 
ing economically  unfeasible." 

Mooring  and  harbor  regula- 
tions amendments  were 
accepted  by  Selectmen  last 
1978  which,  in  part,  limited 
the  size  of  the  fishing  fleet  to 
the  harbor's  capabilities  for 
efficient  operations.  Harbor- 
master Ritter  said  that  there  is 
no  room  for  another  38'  boat  in 
the  harbor  at  all.  and  that 
Marr's  30'  mooring  can't 
accommodate  the  larger 


vessel. 

Ritter  has  been  unable  to 
moor  a 32'  Pacemaker,  owned 
by  Harry  Silvia,  on  its  mooring 
of  12  years  because  of  flow  s in 
ihe  harbor  at  low  tide,  which 
could  cause  congestion  and 
collision  of  boats  in  the  area  ot 
Marr's  mooring,  he  said. 
Silvia's  boat  is  now  on  a 34' 
lobsterboat  mooring  in  a sec- 
tion of  the  harbor  bordering 
the  commercial  area.
